FY ON the apparent Felicity of their Neighbours , 
but in the Lift of Male-Contents, which he has produced, I have of- 
ten wondered that he has not thought proper to enrol the Race that 
write. The Occafion of this might poffibly be, that Authors 
have more folid Reafons, than any other Clafs of Beings, to repine 
and murmur at their Occupation, and to wifh that Fate had affign.- 
edthem an Employment, in which they might partake more of 
the Eafe, and of the Enjoyments of Life. 

Anp indeed, confidering the great Difproportion of Intenfenefs 
between the Labours of the Mind, and thofe of the Body, I do 
not know whether Zzvenal’s Advice, to be an Auctioneer rather 
that a Poet, is not entirely eligible and proper; for it is certain, 


that thofe nice Faculties of Perception, of which the literary 
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Fnthufialt is poffefied, as they are the Inlets of our moft refined 
intelletual Pleafures, fo they are alfo, from the Quicknefs and 
Delicacy of their Feeling, fufceptible of the moft acute Degrees 
of Pain, and in the fame Proportion that they adminifter to Hap- 
pinefs, they may alfo improve and fharpen the Edge of Miferys 
in like Manner as the String, from which the fkilful Artift elicits 
a delightful Strain of Mufic, is alfo capable of returning the dif- 
agreeable Sounds of jarring Difcord. 

Or this Truth, I believe, every Writer is convinced, who 1s 
Ctuated by an honeft Ambition to acquit himielf with Honour 
in his Calling; for I by no Means intend to fpeak at prefent 
of thofe vain Scribblers, who are for ever happy in their own 
Scli-Admiration, and who are intirely Strangers to the Agitations 
of Mind, attendant on a Genius, ftudious of correcting and po- 
lifhing his Piece. In fine Writing, there are fo many intricate 
Points, which demand Attention, that it muft be with the utmoft 
Sollicitude the Tafk is ever accomplifhed. Juftnefs of Concep- 
tion, and Truth in every Turn of Wit are indifpenfible Requifites ; 
nothing can excufe the Want of Delicacy of Sentiment ; the Sal- 
lies of Imagination, and the frolic Gambols of Invention mutt 
be reftrained by Severity of Judgment, and all muft be exprefied 
with Perfpicuity and Strength of Diétion. Befides this, a proper 
Arrangement of Periods, following one another with graceful Va- 
riety, muft unite the whole into Harmony, as the Painters exprefs 
themfelves, when they give the laft finifhing Hand to their colour- 
ing, and throw that general Glow upon their Piece, which at the 
firft Glance ftrikes the intelligent Spectator. But the Truth of 
it, is, the Traces of a Mind, which can think with Clearnefs and 
Vigour upon any Subject, and purfue a Series of Ideas, one 
emerging from another, and tending gradually to form an intire 
whole, are fo feldom difcovered, that there is Reafon to think it 
an Accomplifhment unattainable, without the moft affiduous 
t fforts of Study, and many Moments of Care and Anxiety. 

An honeft and fair Fame is among the Inftieations, which 
incite an Author to undergo all this mental Fatigue, but even 
that very Inducement is of fo unftable a Nature, the Acquifition 
of it fo uncertain, and the Tenure fo precarious, on Account 
of the many Artifices of Envy and Malice, to counter-work a 
well-meant Endeavour, that, I believe, what at firft looked fo 
inviting to the Imagination, becomes at length the Writer's 
creatett Torment. Add to this, the great Hardfhip of pleafing 
| thar 
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that Multiplicity of Appetites, with which Mankind abound, and 
the ftill greater Difficulty, which every Man of Genius experiences, 
to pleafe his own private Tafte. Mr. Pope tells us, in the general 
Preface to his Works, that he never wrote up to his own Ideas of 
Poetry ; and Boileau, who is fecond to no Man for found Senfe 
and Judgment, obferves, that an Author of Elevation in his 
Conceptions, is continually difcontented with his Performances, is 
pleafing to all the World, except himfelf, and, while his Wit is 
every where admired, that, for his own inward Quiet, he fincerely 
wifhes he had never dipped his Pen in Ink.

Tuat thefe are the inward Feelings of all good Writers, is, in 
my Opinion, a Truth next to a Self-evident Propofition ; but 
thefe are not all the Inconveniencies to which they are liable. 
After enduring all the painful Vigils and Labours of Compofition, 
they are fubject to Invafions of their Property from Men of in- 
terefted Views, and the Mind already debilitated by Severity of 
Application, has frequently the Pangs of Difappointment to 
cope withal, and the Vexation of feeing others reap the Fruit of 
its Labours. This Practice has been ftigmatized by the Name of 
Piracy, and it is owing to the Poverty of our Language that no 
worfe Term has been ufed, to exprefs an Action fo infamous and 
deteftable, the Severity of which, I find, has been lately experi- 
enced by a Genius of the firft Clals. 

Mr. Ricnarpson, Author of the celebrated Pameta, and 
the juftly admired Crarissa, (if I may be allowed to judge from 
his Productions) is fubjeét to every delicate Senfation above a{fcri- 
bed to fine Writers, and therefore, after his having prepared for the 
Public The Hiftory of Str CuHarztes Granpison, and printed 
the fame entirely at his own Expence, which cannot but arrount 
to a large Sum, an ingenuous Mind muit be fhocked to find, 
that Copies of very near all this. Work, from which the Public 
may reaionably expect both Entertainment and Inftruction, have 
been clandeftinely and fraudulently obtained by a Set of Book- 
tellers in Dubiiz, who have printed off the fame, and adver- 
tifed it in their public Papers, even before the lawful Proprietor 
has made Publication here. 
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I am not inclined to caft national Reflections, but I muft avow, 
that I look upon this to be a more flagrant and atrocious Pro- 
ceeding than any I have heard of for along Time. Wit has been 
finely called, ‘‘ the Owner’s Wife, which otherMen enjoy ;” and, in 
this Inftance, the:Phrafe appears to me more juft than ever, as great 
Part of :that Profit, which Mr. Richardfon might juftly promife 
hinofelf, is rapacioufly feized from him, and that too, by the vile 
Artifices of Bribiny the Author’s Servants, which is a Practice 
unworthy of the meaneft Member of the Common-Wealth of 
Learning. 

Tue Republic of Literature, is the moft refpectable Republic 
in the World; Plato and Tully give them Laws in Ethics, and 
Ariftotle and Horace dictate in Poetry; the greateft Men among 
them are eafy of Accefs, and a free Intercourfe fubfifts between 
the higheft and the loweft. In this auguft Body, the Bcokfellers 
are a Kind of Liverymen, and, as they know the Demand for 
the different Productions of Authors, in Cafe of an Election for 
Pre-eminence, they might be allowed to Poll; on this Account 
not only a difhoneft Action, but alfo every Practice, which carries 
with it the Tokens of an illiberal Way of Thinking, is highly 
criminal in thofe, who might have imbibed, from their Occupation 
in Life, and their Connexions with the learned, a greater Degree 
of Probity and Refinement. 

Wuar then fhould be faid of Meffieurs Exfhaw, Wilfon, and 
Saunders, Bookfellers in Dublin, and Perpetrators of this vile Ac 
of Piracy? They fhould be all expelled from the abovementioned 
Republic, as literary Goths and Vandals, who are ready to invade 
the Property of every Man of Genius. Had the Sosi1, who 
sere Bookfellers in Rome, been guilty of fuch fordid Dealings, 
I am perfuaded, they would have been mentioned with Infamy 
by Horace ; and it is recent in every Body’s Memory, that Cur/ 
underwent many fevere Corrections for Conduét of the fame 
Nature with that already mentioned. | 

I am forry that the Laws of the Land have not fufficiently 
fecured to Authors the Property of their Works; until that is 
done, the Courts of Parnaffus are in the Right to take Cognizance 
of this flagrant unpoetic Licence, and I fhall difmifs this Paper, with 
the following Order iffued out from t! ence upon this Occafion.

when he Turns from her; her ri ifing from his Body, together with her Stare 
at the Friar, entering with a Lanthorn in his Hand, and her holding her 
Lover’s Body, when fhe cries out, ¢ you foal net tear him from me,” were all 
happily 1 imagined; and to crown the who! c, her Action at {tabbing herfelf, 
and her Manner of receiving the Blow, were thought as fine Circumftances 
as have been feen on the ‘Stage. Aft r this, it may not be improper to 
obferv e, that the uplifted Arm, and the ftanding in act to ftrike, when fhe 
fays, ** as witha Club, dafh out thefe defperate Brains,” are liable to Excep- 
t) Nhe becaufe they rather denote an Intent to knock Sie n another; be that as 
it may, if this young Aéctrefls ftudies the Manag ement of her Voice, and 
attains amore fimple Elocution, it is not doubted but fhe will prove a fhi- 
ling Ornament of the Stage.
